Oklahoma City, Ok., Jan. 12.—-A di­ 
vergence of views between the hou-se 
and senate on che advisability of re­ 
pealing 
all 
existing statutory 
law 
which authorizes the creation of new 
counties out of existing counties and 
the changing of county linos arose 
today when the Smith bill, providing 
for such 
repeal, was advanced to 
third reading in the senate commit­ 
tee of the whole, while the house in 
definitely postponed the house bill on 
the same subject with a reservation 
that the bill is to remain on the cal- 
nedar subject to possible action in the 
future. 
Representatives and senators from 
small counties which desire to cut 
slices off the 
larger 
counties 
and 
those from towns with county seat 
aspirations opj>osed the bill in beth 
houses,^ while members representing 
large counties favored the repeal of 
the law which now’ makes county cut­ 
ting possible, in the senate the big 
counties had a large majority, while 
in the house it seems that the bill 
is probably doomed to defeat. 
Those who favored the bills de­ 
clared that the present law is a dis­ 
mal la.lure: that 
it 
gives 
townsite 
boomers a chance bo promote county 
divisions; that it makes possible the 
creation, of a new' county out of sec­ 
tions of an old (Clinty against the 
will of the people, who are thus Crans 
terred, and that the operation of the 
law' has led to constant confusion, ex­ 
pense and injustice to existing coun­ 
ties. 


Those who opposed the bills in both 
houses declared that the constitution 
authorizes such divisions and that to 
wipe out the law' vitalizing the con­ 
stitution in this regard would deprive 
tim people of a constitutional right 
and deny them the right of focal self- 
go ver ain en t. Some counties are so 
sinai I 
t present that they must be 
enlarged, they contended, while oth­ 
ers are too large and could well aur- 
rendrer part of their territory. 
Uroiipects for the 
pasa_fc; 
of 
the 
Muskogee Fair hill through the senate 
are very slight, as the senate com­ 
mittee on agriculture, which has -the 
house bill providing for the Musko­ 
gee Fair under consideration, voted 
today to retain the bill in the com­ 
mittee indefinitely and if the senate 
calls for a report to report the bill 
without recommendations. 
File house killed by indefinite post­ 
ponement bills requiring certain im­ 
provements to lie made on interurban 
trains and raising the salary of the 
county superintendents, and i>assed 
finally the Aiken bill reappropriating 
$77,289.25 for the house building fund 
tor the completion of the adm inistra­ 
tion building of the state university 
at Norman. 
The Coughlin-Crawflord bill w'hich 
was passed by the house last week 
met with considerable dpjiosition in 
the -ssemate today, and after a maze 
of amendments had been offered it 
was reoffered to a special committee 
with 
instructions to 
report out a 
basis for paying Deputy Sheriffs for 
their services. Before this was done, 
however, an amendment was adopted 
by common consent cutting out the 
portion of the bill which changes the 
compensation of sheriffs arid provides 
that they shall turn all fee* into the 
treasury, and be allowed traveling ex­ 
penses for duties per formed in the 
state. 


An amendment by Mr. Eggci man of 
Shawnee was a 1 sd adopted making the 
provision, giving county commission­ 
ers authority in thelT discretion to 
allow sheriffs all assistants, deputies 
and guards necessary, at salaries not 
exceeding $100 per month in counties 
of 40,000 population and more apply 
only to bounties of 50,000 popula­ 
tion and over. 


Senator Vanueventer introduced a 
resolution which was adopted, call­ 
ing upon W. H. L. Campbell, clerk 
of the supreme court, for a report of 
all fees collected by his office since 
statehood, the expenses of the office, 
the schedule of fees charged litigants 
and the net emoluments received by 
him from the office dn th at period. 
The house passed a bill appropriat­ 
ing $80,000 for salaried and expenses 
of the legislature and the senate pass­ 
ed a concurrent resolution authoris­ 
ing the payment of $21,477.60 from 
the treasury for the salary and ex­ 
penses of the regular session up to 
date. 
The senate in committee 
of 
the 
whole passed a bill by Mr. Goulding 
making Oct. 12 of leach year a legal 
holiday, known as “Columbus day.” 
The committee on banding report­ 
ed favorably the Roddie banking bill, 
which provides for 
amendments 
to 
the banking laws along similar lines 


as those recommended in the gover­ 
nor’s message, with one amendment 
affecting the salary of bank commis­ 
sioner. The same committee reported 
favorably the bill fixing a minimum 
limit upon the amount of capital stock 
that a trust, or savings company must 
have. to secure'a charter, the minim­ 
um . being gauged according to the 
population of the city or town. 
The senate committee on agricul­ 
ture reported favorably the Goulding 
bit) authorizing the county commis­ 
sioners of Garfield county to levy a 
tax of one-tenth of I mill for the aid 
o f'agricultural and live stock exhibi­ 
tions. 
Senator Thomas introduced a joint 
resolution in the senate proposing an 
amendment to the constitution pro­ 
viding that all 
taxes 
for 
common 
school purposes levied against rail­ 
road, pipe lim* and telegraph com­ 
panies and other public-service cor­ 
porations operating in mort* than one 
county shall be paid into the state 
treasury and distributed on a school 
per capita basis as other common 
school funds art distributed. 
A bill by Sen itor McMechan pro­ 
poses to exempt from taxation all 
notes and athel* evidences of indebted­ 
ness which are secured by mortgages 
or liens on real or personal prop­ 
erty.
